morning. The signals which were

the Third Cliff life saving station. 


The storm was at its height at the 


Hine and spurred on by the probable 
peril In which many lives 'were placed

«rew was organized and after some 
difficulty a boat was launched In the 
breakers and the crew rowed to with- 
in hailing distance of the Devonian. 
Captain Ridley of the steamer was 
able to send word to Boston through 
the medium of the life savers and 
Summoned assistance in the form of 
tugs. 
The passengers, however, de- 


cl^ed to .remain by nhe ship. 


Tlie volunteer crew returned to the 


beach to telephone for assistance and 
•her reporting the position and a 
tew other details of the accident -went 
back again to he near the Devonian 
In readiness to take off the passen- 
gers should they desire to leave the 
ireaael. Later, word

from Boston that three ocean going 
tugs, Confidence, Juno and Pallas, had 
started from that city to assist the 
stranded teamship.

The passengers on the Devonian in- 


cluded J. W. D. Page, wife and daugh- 
ter, and w. C. Gillibrand. whose resi- 
dences were not given. The steamer 
carried a miscellaneous cargo, about 
2,000 tons in 'weight, and consisting 
for the most part of machinery, Egyp- 
tian cotton and yarn. 


The Devonian is one of the largest 


and newest trans-Atlantic liners. She 
was built at Belfast in 1900 and her 
value has been fixed 
at 
$1.500,000. 


She is 552 feet long, 59 feet in width 
and 36 feet in depth. She registers 
6.823 tons net. 
Her home port is 


Liverpool. It was estimated that her 
cargo was valued at from $150,000 to 
$200,000.

their daily travels. They frequent tfo> 
upper West side section, as coins art 
supposed to riow more freely there. 


One "team" of four men makes mor* 


than a fair living. They give a really 
interesting and 
humorous 
perform- 


ance. Une of them is a juggler, an 
other is an acrobat, the third is ;t 
musical comedian and the fourth aci> 
as the orchestra and money collector. 


The juggler carries a wooden ho* 


containing his juggling outfit, while 
the acrobat carries the stage, con 
sisting of a large rug, rolled under his 
arm. 
The musical comedian has a 


large drum slung over his shoulder. 
On each side of tbe drum a drumstick 
is attached, while on the top are cym- 
bals. A 'long rope reaching down to 
the man's shoes is attached to both 
the drumstick and the cymbals. On 
the end of the rope is a loop. The 
orchestra consists of a harmonica and 
accordion, both cleverly played at the 
same time by the fourth man. 


Having selected 
their 
"theater," 


the acrobat spreads the rug in the 
middle of the roadway. 
The juggler 


opens his box and begins to 
toss 


about rubber balls, knives, forks, a 
lighted lamp and other articles. The 
acrobat does some high 
and 
loftj 


tumbling on his rug. 
The orchestra 


then strikes up some 
lively 
tune. 


The musical comedian places his heel 
into the loop of the ropa and stands 
on one foot and with the other pulls 
the rope that sets the drum and cym- 
bals playing. 


As he hops around on one foot. like 


a monkey on a stick, with the drum 
and cymbals crashing', be makes al. 
beholders laugh. 


The team takes nearly a half hour 


to give their act. 
They never fail to 


draw a large and interested crowd, 
them with coins. 


Another actor, 
a 
cornot 
player, 


makes his appearance only 
toward 


evening, because, as he confessed, he 
is ashamed to be seen in the day 
time. 


This young man was a clever cor- 


net player a few years ago. 
He was 


on the vaudeville stage and earned 
a handsome salary. He fought in the 
Spanish-American war and lost 
an 


arm. 
After that he could not play 


his instrument as veil as he OUCP 
could, and engagements were hard to 
get. 


He appears on the streets dressed 


in a soldier's uniform. As ho stands 
on a dark and nearly deserted street 
an empty sleeve dangling by his side 
playing "Taps" in a mournful key. he 
presents a pathetic picture.

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THE GALLINGER BILL 


Senator Gallinger of New Hamp- 


shire is the author of a ship subsidy 
bill which has received *he approval 
of the national Senate. Thirty-eight 
members of that august body voted 
for the measure and their opinion 
that it ought to pass prevailed over 
the contrary sentiment of twenty-sev- 
en senators n-ho voted against it. 


The success of the subsidy measure 


must be very gratifying to Mr. Gal- 
linger. That his bill iwon where oth- 
ers -had lost gives him just reason for 
pride. The bill had to face determ- 
ined opposition. Strange a.» it may 
neem, senators of powerful influence 
failed to realize the absolute neces- 
sity of legislation tor the benefit of 
American shipping. Men like La Fol- 
lette *nd Spooner actually fought the 
Gallinger bill, but Mr. Gallinger met 
their opposition and von. 


The Atlantic Coast states have long 


been humbly petitioning for Congres- 
sional action of this sort. It has been 
evident to careful observers that the 
future of New England 
and 
other 


eastern coast sections depended 10 a 
consideraule degree upon 
shipping 


and commerce. Without aid of some 
sort, it was but too evident that the 
foreign commerce, of 
the 
United 


States could never be revived. Why,, 
then the bitter opposition to every 
subsidy bill? 


In the years before the Civil War, 


New Hampshire iwas a great 
ship- 


building state. The destruction of 
American commerce took from 
the 


Granite state one of its chief indus- 
tries. The Gallinger bill is likely to 
work no miracles and ships from New 
Hampshire may not at once appear 
in every sea, but if the subsidy poli- 
cy is logically followed, it is not im- 
iposBlble that ships will again 
be 


built in New Hampshire for both the 
foreign and the coastwise trade. 


At any rate, the Senate has at last 


shown a disposition to do something 
and it may be 'that the patience and 
(Persistence of the friends of Ameri- 
can shipping are about to be rernem- 
•bered. 
Cer^ln'.y, Mr. Gallinger has 


earned the gratitude of all nhose who 
do not wish to see the American mer- 
chant flag driven from the seas.

The 
general plan which has been made in- 
volves the ordering of Admiral Sigs- 
bee's entire squadron to the Asiatic 
station. The squadron, 
which con- 


sists of the cruisers Brooklyn (flag- 
ship), Chattanooga. Tacoma and Gal- 
veston, is now cruising in the Medi- 
terranean. It has been the Intention 
for some months to send the Galves- 
ton and the Chattanooga to the As- 
iatic station upon the completion of 
(the present cruise, but if the situation, 
becomes more serious, or possibly if 
it remains as scerious as it now is, 
the whole squadron will be sent eat. 


The work of the navy twould 
be 


confined largely to the preservation 
of order in some of the coast cities of 
China and in patrolling the rivers. 
For river work only the small gun- 
boats could be used. There are sev- 
eral of these now on the Asiatic sta- 
tion, and the gunboat Concord is on 
her way over from Seattle. The Con- 
cord could be used for river work. 


The gunboat El Cano, according to 


a report received at the navy depart- 
ment, has gone on a cruise up the 
Yangtse river. 


Rear Admiral Tram, commanding 


the Asiatic station, has received se- 
cret, instructions from tbe department 
as to his course should an outbreak 
come.
